We could see no pur- 
pose in the occupation of Vera Cruz, and we see no end 
to be accomplished bv landing and keeping troops in 
Mexico. Of course we are justified all right, by the things 
the Mexicans have done; but still we see no good to come 
our actions unless it be to get more of our men ac- 

o warlike maneuvers. 
But we do believe that it is for the interest of Presi- 
dent Wilson to preserve his great record as a peacemaker. 
And we believe that at heart he desires peace. And 
America is too great, too sane, too sure to get all that jus- 
tice demands in the end, to be hurried into a war.

The real danger to our"soldier boys" is not from Mex- 
ican bullets or anv hostile armies. Their real dauger is 
Irom the temptations and corruptions of the camp.

He said in part. We can never 
know Out to perfection, but we can 
know that he is like us in being a 
worker with plans, purposes, delays, 
anil successes. 

And it is man's highest, honor to 
b» Hod's partner in the work of pro- 
moting all that is good in earth and 
heaven. 

I shall speak tonight of two things 
only- the need for this work, and 
our preparation for it. 

Is I here not need of such work in 
our homes and villages as truly as 
where Brother Washburn toils in 
darkest Africa* Are there not chil- 
dren born in our homes who have 
failed to develop into what CSod in- 
tended? Are there not many lives 
among us sadly spoiled in their ex- 
pansion—people who live below the 
plane of Cod's intent? Should we 
not be distressed and anxious for 
our own selves and our own neigh- 
bors? 

And now for preparation. I shall 
speak only of that preparation which 
can he made while we are here to- 
gether tonight. First of all, enlist 
for the war. Let it not be a tempor-

Second, let us confess our frail- 
ties and short-comings. V'e cannot 
make ourselves perfect in a moment, 
hut we can confess our faults. 

In the third place, let us have a 
sympathetic spirit. Let us put our- 



in our brother s place as we 
seek to guide and encourage him. 

In the fourth place, 'Study to show 
thyself approved unto God." Let 
us be thotful and find out what 
things, great and small, help or hin- 
der. 

In the fifth place, pray. We do not 
go into this work alone. 
In the sixth place, confer with our 
God answers prayers 
two or three agree in their 
asking. We must be ready to work 
witli comrades though they be im- 
perfect for we cannot find perfe;-t 
comrades to work with! 

In the seventh pi ace, we must be 
ready to sacrit'ee the less for the 
greater good. 

In the eieMh place, believ in yu' 
own importance. Each person here 
counts one in Ood's army, and each 
one can do something which no one 
else can do. It is not education that 
tits people, but resolution and wil- 
lingness and sympathy. We must be 
as active as a book-agent or as 
Dwight L Moody when he was a 
shoe dealer's clerk. 

In the ninth place, avoid delay. 
People say "I am afraid I shall make 
a mistake in the Christian work." 
But the greatest of nil mistakes is to 
delay and do nothing. 

In the tenth place, remember that 
practice makes perfect. If we lack 
facility in Christian work it is be- 
cause we lack practise. Dr. Cowley 
said he wanted to cut into a human 
body every day so as to keep in prac- 
tice!

The pig-club work has boon car- 
ried no by Ihe Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry of this department during 
the pact year m r<Hi|><'ralion with the 
State Agricultural Colleges of Alaba- 
ma. Arkansas. California. 'Georgia, 
Indiaim. Kentucky. Louisiana. Mas- 
Harhus. ttv.N. liraska. North Carolina. 
Oklahoma, Oregon ami Texas. Pig 
clubs were organized among the farm 
children and proved a means of 
arousing further interest Hi live 
slock, and at the same time, furnish- 
ed profitable and instructive work 
to tho mem tiers. 

The economic objects of the pig 
olnbs are: To teach the member? 
how to raise hotter swine cheaply; 
to kino the miHH k trt a means of 
Hg profits; anil to afford tho 
hers a practical insight into the 
business side of farming. Indirect- 
ly, the improvement of tho swine of 
the country and the general intro- 
duction of better and cheaper swine- 
raising methods are proponed. 

Karh pig-club member is required 
to keep a record of his pig-feeding 
work and report this at the end of 
the State contest. Many unusually 
successful records have been made 
These are not typical of the work 
but rather represent its possibili- 
ties A summary and tho average of 
the work of many members give a 
better indication of the value of the 
pig-club work. 

In the thirteen states named, 11, 
Kf2 memlwrs were enrolled last year 
in the pig clubs. Not all were ac- 
tive members, but most of these 
raised pigs. While a great many re- 
ported more or less completely on 
their work. 1,6<H members from 11 
stales, with a membership of 11,032. 
reported completely on weights, 
values, gains in weight, coats of 
gains and protlts. No figures are 
available from California and Oregon 
except as to the number of members.

The majority of 
members took weanling pigs to feed 
in the spring and reported their re- 
sults in the fall. The average weight 
per pig beginning of the feeding 
period was 39.2 pounds. At the 
end e>f the feeding period, which 
averaged 166 % days, the pi** 
impounds. This was an 
gain in weight of 0.93 
at a cost or $0,044 per pound. 
This low cost of gain can be at- 
tributed, it is believed, to the better 
feeding methods practiced and the 
wide use of forage crops by the 
members. 

Tho original value of the pigs 
averaged $5.24. The average final 
value was $21.43, a gain in value of 
$16.19. This gain in value cost $6.91, 
giving an average net profit per pig 
of $9.37 and an average net profit per 
member of $10.29. 

These figures are a strong indica- 
tion that improved swine, raised in 
the right way. are profitable even 
when pork values are as low as they 
were in 1915. Tho vast majority of 
members had good high-grade and 
pure-bred hogs, and to this im- 
proved blood, as well as tho better
